IN 19 14 the Museum was kept open 
for the evenings of an entire week. 
The attendance was inconsiderable. 
Announcement was then made that 
the privilege of having the Museum 
kept open at night would be extended 
to any organization assuring an at- 
tendance on the part of their body 
of fifty or more visitors. This ar- 
rangement has proven satisfactory 
both to the public and to the Museum, 
and advantage has been taken of it by 
an increasing number of organizations. 
The largest evening attendance before 
this year was 412, in October, 19 14.

tunity to study and enjoy some par- 
ticular current exhibition or depart- 
ment of our permanent collection.

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A WASHINGTON UNIVER- 
SITY COURSE OF LECTURES 
ON THE COLLECTIONS 
OF THE MUSEUM 

FOR some years past, in addition 
to its courses for regular stu- 
dents, the department of Histor}^ of 
Art of Washington University has 
given courses of lectures to teachers 
and the general public on various 
phases of art and art history on Satur- 
day mornings throughout the academic 
year from October to May. 

During the present year the topic 
of the lectures is. The P^ermanent and 
Loan Collections of the City Art Mu- 
seum, the lectures being given at 
1 1 :30 o'clock at the Museum. 

The purpose of the course is to 
trace the development of art through- 
out the ages by means of lectures illus- 
trated by stereopticon views and the 
Museum collections. A lecture-room 
has been fitted with the necessary fur- 
niture and apparatus, and here an out- 
line of the progress of art develop- 
ment is presented. At certain times, 
as becomes necessary for illustration, 
the class assembles in one of the gal- 
leries of the Museum and the discus- 
sions are continued in the presence of 
the works of art themselves. 

The lecturer is Professor Holmes 
Smith, A. M., head of the depart- 
ment of History of Art at Washing- 
ton University, who brings to bear 
upon the subject of his lectures the 
results of his study of art and its his- 
tory in this country, and in various 
countries of Europe and in Egypt. 

The course is designed for those 
who desire to study the Museum ob- 
jects in relation to their place in the 
progress of art development. The 
books of the Richardson Memorial 
Library of the Museum are available 
for reference and study. 



The Forest Park motor-busses call 
at the north side of Jefferson Memo- 
rial (University line and De Baliviere 
Ave.) on Saturday mornings at ii 
o'clock, enabling passengers who wish 
to attend the class to reach the Mu- 
seum in ample time for the beginning 
of the lectures. 

These weekly lectures began on 
October 14 and will continue until 
May 26, 191 7. Arrangements to at- 
tend the course may be made at the 
Registrar's office in the Administra- 
tion Building (University Hall) of 
the University.
